ASULTEBATED LIQUORS AND 
THEIB SALE TO BOYS. 

The remarks of Mr. Williama and other 
Oounoillora on Wednesday night will, we 
hope, prove the means of limiting, if they 
do not entirely prevent, the manufao- 
tnre and sale of poisonous liquors in this 
mnnioipality. It has long been suspect- 
ed that poisons -were compounded in largo 
4o*nti*iss and retailed to half drunken 
men at some of tlio bars in the city. But 
•we fancy that until Wednesday night few 
persons were aware that these decoctions 
were placed within the reach of mere 
boys; that lads of tender age were served 
with them. Councillor Williams men- 
tioned one instance that came under 
his observation wherein three boya were 
made drunk aad nearly killed with bad 
liquor at a low den. This den is licensed 
to sell rotgut. This Christian city derives 
a revenue from the salu of body, mind 
and Boul-dostroying liquid— to children ! 
Do the Police know of this oaao ? Are 
they acquainted with the name of the 
licensed wretch who supplied the youth? 
And if they are aware of tho circum- 
stances, why has not an expose been made? 
At its last st'ssion the legislature . passed 
an Act introduced by Dr. Tolmie to pre- 
vent minors under sixteen years of age 
visiting saloons; and also to prevent the 
Bale of spirits to tliem. Il is called the 
"Youths' Protectiou Act." It provides a 
penalty of S50 each for the &r^t two in 
fractK.ps, and forfeiture of license upon a 
third conviction. This law has been in 
force MX mouths. Boys loiter in saloons 
a) of yore, and Councillor Williams knows 
of a case where three children not only 
obtuined drink at a licensed house but 
were poisoned as well. Now, what are 
the police about that their eyes remain 
closed to the existence of this evil while 
the youth of tho city, in contravention of 
:the law, are I'ontruciiug habits which if 
' persisted in will as surely bring them to 
misery and degradation as it bus tens of 
thousands of young men in other parts of 
tho world. The warning words of the 
able lecturer of ulonday night should 
scarcely have been necessary to excite the 
popular mind on this aiibject. It is a 
common saying with criminals of tho 
deepest dye "that dead men tell no tales." 
But let anyone stroll through the old or 
new cemetery and read' the .nanea. the 
headstoDes bear, and let him then aslc 
himself how many of the forms that lie 
there so mute and still might now be 
moving about ainonget us but for the too 
free use of intoxicants ? How many- 
homes have been made the abodes of mi- 
sery and wretcheduess because the Demon 
Drink had fastened its fangs on some 
member thereof and dragged him down to 
perdition? There nro respectable and 
good men engaged in the trade who would 
scorn to sell to a miner, or to increase 
their profits by adulteraliou. There are 
houses in this city where if a man is in a 
state of intoxication he will not be served. 
But there is reason to belisTe that there 
are other houses where liquor of the very 
worst description is made and sold to all 
who may apply and where the "bit" of a 
mere child is eagerly accepted and swept 
into the drawer in exchange for a dram. 
This latter class should be sought out and 
punished. Their liquor should be analyzed, 
thoir stock confiscated and themselves 
caged an wild beasts are caged. Is it pos- 
sible, as the Mayor remarked, that there 
exists no law for the seizure and punish- 
ment of such persons? Does tho law 
which hedges in the sale of strychnine 
and other poisons by druggists, permit 
the unlimited sale of poison by a licensed 
liquor dealer? What a strange anomaly! 
We see friends and relatives, who indulge 
to excej-s in strong drink, going rspidly 
down hill to early graves. Wo see fami- 
lies distracted and rendered miserable; 
wives treated with violence ;ohildren half- 
starved or mourning over the degradation 
of a parent; mothers agonized over the 
loss of a son; and sisters blushing at the 
sliame of a brother. Tijese horrors tba 
world gazes upon com panitively unmov- 
ed, bocanso it has grown aooustomed to 
them. B'lt it has not grown so cuUous as 
regard the allurement and corruption of 
obildren with equunimity — to see little 
boys scarcely out of their mother's armn 
takiug tho road to douth from a proventu- 
ble cause N<j; allow the boys to enjoy 
tliL'ir years of innocence undisturbed. 
Thrre-iviilb pitfall.i and snnres in tlieir 
paths after they hhall have reach* d an ayo 
when parents cannot longer assort for 
thein tho ri!?ht of pr iteotion. That will 
bo iooii enough for t. em to take the 
dowiiward jjuth. Well, iheCity Council 
Lave ili'ciileil to licence no more saloons, 
and will ask tor the pas.sago of an Act 
that will :illow the Municipal authoritioa 
to seize a<lulteratod articles and punish 
the vendors But theie is a Federal Act 
(a very litringent one) in existence that 
douls with this very m.itter. Cannot tlio 
powers it unufer.-' bi^ ovnkeii nod applied in 
this city? Tlio evil is onr that ih grow- 
ing, and down to tlm proHi'nt linio it has 
not seomed to be any ouo's buHine.-s to 
chock it. The police haveccrt-iinly ignor- 
ed it; although we can scarcely believe 
they have not the power to provent the 
doHtrn tioD of health and life by tho sali 
of ndiiltdr lie 1 coinp uinds under iho 
name of Hpiiitiion> liquors. No ono will 
suspi.'ct us of piirtiality o ivards Councillor 
WiLiaais; but w« ^ay that hit has per- 
formed a giea.\, public i-ervice in drawing 
attention to tht< infamy, and we trust that 
he will be bU- taiued and encouraged in 
})iB effurts to effect a reformation by clos- 
ing the dens of which he has spoken.

' and of other merchandise; and there is 
our little army of V. P's,, denominated 
hard cases. There am also conjuuctivos

THE FRENCH DIFFICULTY. 



CoNBTANTiNOPiiE, December 5. — A doS' 
patch yesterday conflrms tho report of 
the capture of Elena with eleven guns, 
twenty ammunition wagons and throe 
thousand prisouera. Tho liussiau loss is 
estimated at 3,000 killed and wounded. 

Mehomet Ali telegraphs as follows, 
dated yesterday : — Vfe have advanced be- 
yond Kamarli. Our lines now oenfront 
the Russians, who have fallen back on 
Wrttohesh. 

London, December 5. — A special from 
Adrianople nays the victory at Elena re 
moves all danger of attack thrpugh the 
Boealiz Pass by the Russians, and conse- 
quently ishiibles Jten; Turkisbvbattalions 
which have hitherto been guarding it to 
join Suleiman Pasha's army. 

Tho RuHsinun now have 280 guns in 
position before Eizi>rourr>. 

London, Deoembar 6 — A Belgrade 
oorrespundeut says Austria has uent a re- 
monstrance aRaiust Sorvia's participation 
in the war. No note has been received 
from Turkey or England. The final ar- 
rangements between Servin. and Kussia 
do not seem to bo complete. A Bucha- 
rest despatch says that the Roumanian 
General Super has beeu ordered to ol.ick 
on his advance from Lera Polaulta to 
Widdin. It is said these inotrnctions 
wore giveia^so ^tfiat' he may be able to 
co oparate with the Servians. The num- 
ber of defenders of Widdin have been 
raised to twelve thousand by arming tho 
inhabitants of the surrounding districts. 
General Protica has been appointed chief 
of tbe 8ervit«n staff. 

London, Decembsr 5. — A despatch from 
Coquimbo, Chili, says the Pacilio Steam 
Navigation Company's steamship Ator- 
cama has been lost. The crew numbered 
40 and passengers about 50. Only eight 
persons were saved. 

London, December 5.— A Paris corres- 
spondent considers it evident that Sena- 
tor Duclere's strictly informal and per- 
aooal projposals to rfresidestMaoMahon 
for a revision of ^the constitntion in a 
republican Bense have been eagerly seized 
upon as furnishing s-pretext fora'second 
dissolution. 

Paris, December G, — In parliamentary 
circles this evening, in oonsaquonco of 
the groups of the Left having protested 
against the impntatioa that they wished 
to modify the constitntion, an arrange- 
ment is not thought impossible.

What is the 
penalty attached to giving one to a boat 
that is unseaworthy, and which in any 
other country would not be permitted to 
transport becve8,provided there were a law 
against cruelty to animals? A parly (re- 
sponsihle to no one) is employod to patch, 
tinker and putty up an old hull, which ho 
doos on scientific principles. He certifies 
the boat to bo in good order, consequent 
ly goods are insured ond she is entitled to 
carry passengers, leaving here wiih more 
than double tho number allowed by law 
and overloaded with freight. Tho boiler 
may bo in good order, but tho ongiue out 
of kolter and the hull leaky. If she meet 
with fjood weather and haa a splendid trip 
tlio "splendid boat and her gentlemanly 
oflicors," f rom the Siwash dock-hand down 
to the captain, have a complimentary card 
which is x'oblished at the expense of the 
boat Uufortunotely at times, iu Queen 
Charlotte Sound, off Cape Fox and other 
stretches between here and Wraogel, the 
wind is somewhat lively.

On the 22nd Nov. the Lillooet District 

Coroner, F. W. Foster, Esq., J. P., held 
an inqueat on the body of a Chinaman 
named Wong Fook Sing, who was mur- 
dered on the west side of the Eraser a few 
miles above Lillooet. The evidence 
proved that tho deceased's partner 
wont to Hidle Bar to purchase 
a claim and was absent two days 
On returning ho found Wong Fook Sing 
shot dead. This witness stated tho body 
had boon robbed and from enquiries made 
the Lillooet storokeopor,Dr.Foather8tone, 
said he had bought dust corresponding in 
weights, both of alluvial and amalgam as 
described by witness, and that ho bought 
them from an Indian named Wyaohuto 
Dr. Featheratona made a postmortem ox 
nmination of the body. The ball entered 
the lumbar regions and passed through 
the body near the c3llar-bone. The cloth- 
ing was much burnt from tho proximity 
of the gun. DocooBed, from appearances, 
was in the act of washing his feet, seated 
on the ground, towel and water by his 
side, when the assnssiu shot him in the 
bnok. Be must have died instantly, al- 
though, to make e'lre, he had atruok him on 
the face with a club. An Indian from 
Bridge rivor stated that his gun was tak 
en out of his cabin and late at night the 
Indian Wyaohuto returned with it. In 
tha morning ho went with Wyachute and 
saw him sell the dust and buy new 
clothes. Several '"^"withesaefl nrpyed 
that the suspected Indian never 
mined for gold (he had stated that ho got 
the gold mining and also that ho had got 
it as wages.) Without exception ho is 
the worst Indian in tho district, and, 
although quite a young man has been 
several times in jail, and put tho country 
to three hundred dollars expense for 
various misdeeds. The verdict of the 
jury iH that tho deceased was a nativo of 
Hong KoQg, in the British Empire, aged 
forty -four years, and that he came to his 
death on tho west bank of the Eraser 
rivor, about fourteen miles above Lil- 
looet, from the effects of a gun shot 
wound, on or about the 14th day of tho 
pr, sent month, and "we are of opinion 
that the murdej' was committed by an 
lodiaii named Wy;ichuto, and tluit no 
expense should bo spared in the arrest of 
the said Indian." A warrant has been 
iBsned for his arrest. His own tribe 
have outlawed him for a long time. He 
is supposed to be in the vieinity of Lytten.

A Lost Lead.

three days' " grub " and started out from 
the town of Barkerville for a three days' 
tramp in tho mountains in .search oi a 
now creek. Ho crossed B^BTerid',;,high 
mountains and examined a number of small 
crooks without obtaining satisfactory re- 
sults, and at noon on tho fifth day discov- 
ered that ho was lost and his provisions 
exhausted. Having no compass be de- 
cided to ascend a mountain that he saw 
right ahead of him and endeavor to ob- 
tain a gUm]>Be760B6me well-remembered 
land mark thaVwouId serve to guide him 
baok to Barkerville, Tightening his holt 
to allay the pangs of hunger ho began the 
toilsome ascent. When about half-way 
up he grew thirsty and seeing a rill of 
water trickling down tho mountain side, 
he knelt to drink of tho crystal stream. As 
he did so rhis. eyes fell on an object that 
caused them to nearly leap out of his 
head. Ho saw that tho clear water flowed 
over a bed of quartz-rock, and that the 
rock (vaB thickly oncruatod with goldl 
With considerable difficulty he broke off 
about a pound weight of the rock, and 
tying a white handkerchief to the branch 
of a tree to;ni^rk the Spot, proceeded on 
his way, and after onduring great hord- 
ships he reached Barkerville with his 
treasure, fihowed it and told liia wonder- 
ful story. A partj', headed by Cain, 
started in the supposed direction of tho 
ledge; but their efforts wore not crowned 
with success. They never reached tho 
spot. Gain, who had suffered from hun- 
ger and exposure, either could not or 
would not go to tho lodge. Ho was after- 
wards lost on tho Paoitio and to this (]ay 
the locality of tho quartz has remained a 
mystery. A private lottor froHi Cariboo 
says that a company called tho Dunlevy 
company have lately located a ledge on 
Island'Monntaiu and that they have reas- 
on to believe they have rediscovered 
Dennis Gain's dnd.

The Perils of Columbia River Bar 
Navigation. 

Sooner or later » considerable portion 
of the oommorco that now penetrates 
Oregon by way of Columbia Rivor will be 
drawn to Puget Sound. The perils atten- 
ding,tbe crossing of Columbia Biver Bar 
cannot be exaggerated, and vessels have 
been known to lio many days at Astoria 
or oil the bar awaiting a favor.ablo ojjpor- 
tunity to cross. The oxpenso attendant 
on such an omorgoucy are very great, and 
so are the pilotage and towage charges that 
are imposed on all vessels which surmount 
the perils and reoolL.^ortland in sufety. 
The last trip of the new steamship City of 
Chester, iu croBsing tho bar was attended 
with frightful consuquencoa. Tho sea was 
running mountains high on tho bar, and 
breaking fearfully. The first sea which 
struck the vessel stripped the railing off 
the starboard bow, stove iu the starboard 
g^gway, swept the decks clean of every 
moveable article, and swamped tho cabin 
and staterooms. At tho earao time, a 
number of hordes hitched on tho lower 
dook wore thrown about like toys, one of 
them being killed outright, and othors 
more or loss injured. A man named 
Mosher, tho ship's butcher's assistant, was 
crushed to death at the same time, 
and after calling the roll of passongers, 
when nearer this port, one of tho steerage 
passengers was found missing. On mak- 
ng an investigation it was certified to by 
lome of tho passengers that he was wash- 
id through thoguardway overboard, when 
ho vessel was crossing Columbia Rivor 
par. Another man— a member of the 
pichings-Bernard Opera Troupe— narrow- 
ly escaped being washed overboard in the 
Samo way. Tho shipping port of the fu- 
hiro for Oregon grain will be somewhere 
bn Puget Sound,' whore there exists tho 
jhappy combination of a good harbor afld 
'easy rail communication with Portland. 
Tacoma may not be the favored spot; for 
it is the opinion of many nautical men 
that a port lyiug nearer the ocean will be 
finally solectod.

A correspondent of the Olobe, writing 
on October 24th, from Turn Maguereli, 
says :— " Tho attack af the 19th made by 
the Roumanians on the amaller Grivitza 
redoubt reveals tho now dangers which 
await any aggrossivo action of the army 
before Plevna.

It seema that the 
troops woro unaware of the new danger 
which awaited them when they attempted 
the assault on'Friday evening, and the 
result has proved terribly disaatroua to 
tho 4th Division of General Cernat's 
army, to whom the attack was entrustod. 
Four rogimonta and a battalion of Ohas- 
seura were so roughly handled, that it 
was found impobBiblo to ronow the 
assault, and when tho attempt was aban- 
doned some five hundred Roumanian dead 
lay between the two Grivitza redoubts, 
and throe times that nunibor of dead and 
wounded had boon retired within tho 
lines. The remains of tho 4th Division 
weio at onoo recalled, and tho 2nd Divi- 
sion sent from Yerbitza to replace them. 
A ghastly calculation is suggested by the 
last UDsacoessful attemp't of the Bon- 
manians. If two regiments are lost in 
an hour in assaulting a position which 
lies only thirty yards from their foremost 
imrallel, bow many would fall in storm- 
ing the Bucova redoubt, which li«s a 
mile di.stant ? 

The Vienna correspondent ef the Tgh' 
graph', wriUog;bn tlia/.^d,.'j»yB that the 
war is estimated to cost over a million of 
roubles a day. Add to this the frightful 
saorifioe of human lifo through the se- 
verity of the winter season, and the neces- 
sity of attaining a speedy result will bo 
understood. At a council of war at 
Gorny Studen it was declared, that Rus- 
sian prestigo demanded'' the. bapthre of 
Plevna at any cost, and tho veteran Todle-> 
bua was givou full powers. The Turkish 
commander would havo hard work to cut 
his way out towards Widdin in the face 
of Gourko'a cavalry and over bad roads. 
Every important poaition on the Sophia 
road excepting Orkhamie is occnpisd by . 
Russian infantry.^ Still the Bussians and 
their friends should not be too sangnine ; 
thoy have not got Plevna yet. The gal- 
laHt Turk haq decided to hold his mud 
walls till tho end, and trusts in Allah, 
perhaps, quite as much as ia the efforts 
of hiu Constantinople friends. He adds : 
" What is to become of the mighty hosts 
whoge'Tery TOTListence is staked on imme- 
diate'and overwhelming victory, if Plevna 
proves impregnable and Suleiman Pasha 
holds his own against the Czoroviteh ? 
Whoro will tho Russian oommandora 
seek shelter for thoir troops till next 
apring ? A hasty retreat along bad roads 
and rotten bridges would be equivalent 
to a disaster in the field, yet there is no 
alternative betwoon such a course and tho 
prompt destruction of two hitherto un- 
conquered armies. Nor aro the reiuforc- 
menls said to bo marching daily to tjio 
front calculated to influence tho turn of 
oYonts. The Russians have already as 
many men in th^ field as can be safely 
omplojod ia tho task they have before 
them. All further aid can be of very lit- 
tle use, and would only servo to throw 
panic and disorder in the ranks of a 
retreating army. Moreover, with the in- 
ferior means of transport mentioned in 
my friend's telegram, it will be a miracle 
if a large number of the ^oops now in 
Bulgarii> dQ Vioi snffer from waot of pro- 
visions."
